It ja a very serious defect in 
the act that no opportunity is 
given to discriminate—you must 
either accept the building projects 
as a whole or reject them in whole. 
We do not believe it is economical- 
ly sound to attempt to stimulate 
re-employment by undertaking un- 
necessary projects. 

In conclusion the Executive 
Board of the League finda that 
it ‘cannot indorae the expenditere 
of money for the entire program 
as set up in the act” and says, 
“We feel that the necessary pro- 
jects in the program should be 
undertaken and financed in some 
other way as acon as possible, 
but we do not feel like indorsing 
any addition to the State debt 
which is not actually necessary.” 

Many other questions about the 
proposa! could be raised, such 8s 
the wisdom of authorizing whole- 
sale contract letting and public 
apending in a campaign year, the 
amount of necessity there really 
is for stimulating re-employ- 
ment in view of the already great 
stimulus apparent, and the ability 
of the Lansing Administration to 
handle the program it urges, in 
view of the record it has made in 
office, 

The League finds in the pork- 
barrel nature of the spending pro- 
gram glone, a sufficient reason for 
recommending a “No” vote on 
Aprit 30. 


Above ate opinions from two 
sources, both considered to be 
good authority—Mr. Southworth, 
speaking for the adminiatration, 
and the Citizens League of De- 
trot. Newspapers everywhere 
have reviewed and discugsed the 
several features of the act and 
voters by this time should have 
formed some decision as to which 
way to vote—yes or no. We should 
look at the matter squarely and 
decide which is for the general 
good of the citizens of Michigan.
